Months or Longer. 


Eggs are much cheaper in the sprin?

Use a 
stone jar that has been thoroughly 
deuced.

Pa -k the e'-"gs so they ^iil cov- 
er the bcrtnm. The eggs can all be 
:.aLl~nd ^.t <'J5e tli-K5. one layer upon an- 
other. <v tha pac-Iiing can be done from. 
lime to time. Pour in the mixture so 
the toy layer of cga:s will be covered 
fully two inches. A thin coating of 
paraffin poured over the top of tne wa- 
ter glass mixture when the jar is filled 
will prevent evaporation: otherwise the 
mixture will require replacing as often 
as evaporation makes it necessary. 
Store the jar in a cool cellar.—New- 
York Sun.

A Food Expert Sa>s That Is Why th« 


Koreans Are Indolent. 


Dr. Cg«i Ishizuka. a well known die- 


tariau. who recently made a trip of ob- 
servation iu Korea. Manchuria and oth- 
er parts of China, ascribes the docility 
and indolence oi the Koreans to their 
predominantly vegetarian diet. 
To 


make them more aiert and active, he 
urges, it is necessary to encourage the 
use of much more animal food among: 
them. 


The radish is the article of food most 


relished by Koreans, who call it the 
wild ginseus: and eat it raw. But the 
most remarkable thing about their lore 
of vegetable food is the tremendoos 
amount of cayenne pepper that they 
take. About one-fifth of the vegetable* 
on sale at markets is red pepper. 


Instead of soy sauce, the Koreans 


use the juice of salted fish. For pickles 
they use a mixture of salted radish, 
Chinese rape, onions, rocambole ami 
cayenne pepper. This preparation has 
an excellent navor and is eaten at 
every meal. An average family keeps 
enough of this preparation to last a 
year. 


An alarming number of Koreans are 


suffering from parasites, chiefly due, ia 
Dr. Ishizuka's opinion, to the crabs 
they eat la great quantity.—East and 
West News.

:ion of the "Sane Fourth" has done 
much to reduce the number of these 
accidents and suitable medical atten- 
tion has prevented the development 
of tetanus in almost every instance. 


In view of the serious results which 


may occur, it seems wise to again 
warn all parents that wounds from 
toy pistols, firecrackers, and firearms 
are always dangerous and all persons

And many of our own 
people were corrupted. Men began 
to look upon their neighbors with 
suspicion and to wonder in their hot 
resentment and surprise 
whether 


there was any community in which 
hostile intrigue did not lurk. 


What great nation in such circum- 


stances would not ' have taken up 
arms? Much as we had 
desired 


peace, it was denied us, and not of 
our own choice. This flag under 
•which we serve would have been dis- 
honored had we withheld our hand. 


But that is only part of the story. 


We know now as clearly as we knew 
before we were ourselves engaged 
that we are not the enemies of the 
German people and that they are not 
our enemies. They did not originate 
or desire this hideous war or wish 
that we should be drawn into it: and 
we are vaguely conscious that we are 
fighting their cause — as they will 
some day see it — as well as our own.

Eagerness Easy to Understand. 
Is it not easy to understand the 


eagerness for peace that has been 
manifested from Berlin ever since 
the snare was set and sprung? Peace, 
peace, peace has been the talk of her 
Foreign office for now a year and 
more; not peace upon her own initia- 
tive, but upon the initiative of the na- 
tions over which she now deems her- 
self to hold the advantage. A little 
of the talk has been public, but most 
of it has been private. 


Through all sorts of channels it has 


come to me, and in all sorts of guises, 
but never with the terms disclosed 
ivhich the German Government would 
be willing to accept. That Govern- 
ment has other valuable pawns in its 
hands besides those I have mention- 
ed. It still holds a valuable part of 
France, though with slowly relaxing 
grasp, and practically the whole of 
Belgium. Its armies press close upon 
Russia and overrun Poland at their 
will. It can not go farther; it dare 
not go back. It wishes to close its 
bargain before it is too late and it 
has little left to offer for the pound 
of flesh it will demand. 


See Point Which Fate Brought. 
The military masters under whom 


Germany is bleeding see very clearly 
to what point fate has brought them. 
If they fall back or are forced back 
an inch, their power both abroad and 
at home will fall to pieces like a 
house of cards. It is their power at 
home they arc thinking about now 
morc than their power abroad.

The Bell Telephone Co. of Penn- 


sylvania announces the adoption of 
a new schedule of toll and long dis- 
tance charges on messages between 
Pennsylvania points and on messages 
between Pennsylvania and Delaware, 
effective June 2ist. 


By this schedule the previous rates 


—Containing numerous inequalities- 
have been so revised as to establish 
like charges for like distances, and 
the new rates are uniformly deter- 
mined on an air-line rather than a 
circuit-mileage basis. 


As announced in a notice that will 


go to the Bell subscribers with their 
July 1st bills, the rates have, in gen- 
eral, been reduced, while in some 
cases there have been slight increases 
and certain of the rates have been 
continued without change. 


As to the advantages to be derived 


from this revision by the tlephone 
using public, they may be best esti- 
mated by consideration of the fact 
that, based on existing traffic vol- 
umes and making no allowance for 
increased service usage by reason of 
rate reductions, a saving of approxi- 
mately a quarter million dollars a 
year in toll service payments will re- 
sult. 


When it is considered that the toll 


rates are quoted between well over a 
thousand points in the two States, 
each point having its own rates to 
every other point, the magnitude of 
the re\is:on work will be better com- 
prehended. In all, the revised sched- 
ules include close to a million rates, 
considering ail varieties of calls.

Breaking with suddenness that first 


startled and then shocked every resident 
of Hagerstown into a state of awe and 
helplessness that finally merged into ac- 
tual fright and fear for their lives the 
most disastrous hail, wind and rain storm 
within the memory of living man ravaged 
every section of the city in a belt several 
miles wide extending from beyond the 
northwestern section of the county and 
carried its destructive sweep across the 
South Mountain through Frederick, Car- 
roll and Baltimore counties, Wednesday 
afternoon. 


This morning every man, woman and 


child in the city and storm-swept region 
saw under the glare of the rising sun the 
extent of the destruction which is prac- 
tically impossible to estimate in dollars 
and cents. Everywhere the eye ranged 
there \vas a panorama of disaster and 
they realized in the calm • following the 
storm the awfulness of the catastrophe. 
Rough estimates place the damage at 
between one-half to a million dollars. 


It was little wonder that during the 


height of the storm that people went 
down upon their knees in supplication 
for help. Man stood a helpless, stricken 
atom in the face of the dire manifestation 
of nature and was brought to a realiza- 
tion of the power of a supreme being. 
While property was wasting away and 
the apparent menace to human life was 
so close man was awesome, iearful and

Lawful U.« of Red Cro... 


The American Red Cross being 


chartered by Act of Congress is pro- 
tected from the unlawful manufac- 
turing and wearing of Red Cross in- 
signia, such as buttons, etc. 


The act .governing this matter, 


'taken from the Congressional Char- 
'ter -of the American National Asso- 
ciation of the Red Cross, and known 
as Section 4, reads as follows: 


Section 4. "From and after the 


passage of this Act it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person -within the juris- 
diction of the United States to false- 
ly and fraudulent^ hold himself to 
be. a member of. or an agent for. the 
American National Red Cross, for the 
purpose of soliciting, collecting or 
receiving money or material; or for 
any person to -wear or display the 
53gn of the Red Cross, or any insig- 
nia colored in imitation thereof for 
the fraudulent purpose of inducing 
the belief that he is a member of, or 
an agent for. the American National 
Red Cross. Nor shall it be lawful for 
any person or corporation other than 
the Red Cross of America, not now 
lawfully entitled to use the sign of 
the Red Cross, hereafter to use such 
sign or any insignia colored in imi- 
tation thereof for .the purpose of 
trade or as an advertisement to in- 
duce the sale of any art-kic whatso- 
ever. 'If any person violates the pro- 
visions of this section, he shall be 
StTjilty of a' misdemeanor and shall be 
liable to a fine of ^ot less than one 
•or more than five hundred dollars or 
imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing one year, or both, for each and 
every offense. The fine so collected 
shall be paid to the American Na- 
tional Red Cross."

euamel ones sue pleasant to own. a 
less expensive hardwood one with a 
smooth, plain suilute is ju^t as satis- 
factory and easy to clean. 


Coolness, df-anliiiess and convenience 


are the three "tV that are absolutelj 
essential to the construction of a re- 
frigerator. 


Always wash the ice before putting 


it into its compartment, otherwise the 
straws and clnst may clog up the drain 
pipe. 


The floors and shelves of the refrig- 


erator should be washed every day 
with a solution of soda, and at least 
once a week the refrigerator should be 
thoroughly cleaned. 


Use a solution of soda and water to 


clean out the drain pipe and pan. Then 
scald them out thoroughly with boil- 
ing -u atei-.—Xew York Telegram.

Scraping iiiuminuni cooking utensils 


must always be done vrith a wooden 
spoon, since aluminum is soft and 
scratches easily. Strong alkalis are not 
available because they attack and dis 
solve tbe metal. Only mild soaps must 
be used. How, then, can that horrid 
discoloration be removed? It is very 
simply done. 


Take a piece of rhubarb, either fresh 


or canned, cut it into small pieces and 
boil the pieces in the discolored kettle 
until it is clean. The acid of the rhu- 
barb will remove the discoloration 
without in any way injuring the metal. 
Of coarse tbe rhubarb used for the pur- 
pose must be thrown away afterward. 
When, a vessel has been cleaned in this 
way it will need a litfle'rubblng up to 
secure a bright metallic surface.—Pop- 
ular Science Monthly. 


John Milton's Cottag*. 


One of the best preserved historic 


country houses in all England is John 
Milton's cottage at Chalfont SL Giles, 
to which the blind and aging poet fled 
when the great plague swooped down 
on London. That was in July, 1665, 
and Milton had just finished "Paradise 
last" and received a five pound note 
for it. with a promise of three more 
fire pound notes if the poem sold four 
editions of 1.300 copies each. The cot- 
tage stands at the top of the village, 
and it is in practically the same condi- 
tion as when Milton left it. Here the 
poet received his guests during tbe lat- 
ter part of his life.

sive areas have also been covered by 
geologic maps, and all the work from 
the beginning of the fleld survey to 
the printing of the finished map is 
done by this government bureau. Oth- 
er activities of the survey are the 
ilassiflcation of public lands, the an- 
nual collection of mineral statistics of 
the United States and investigations 
of the nation's water resources, all in- 
volving the publication of scientific and 
technical reports containing over 20,- 
000 pages annually. 


During the last thirty years over 


$15.000,000 bus been spent by the geo- 
logical survey in geologic and topo- 
graphic surveys in the United States. 


Seeing Distances. 


About 200 miles HI every direction is 


the distance a man can BCO when st:ind- 
iug on a clear day on the peak of the 
highest mountain— say at a height of 
26.GGS feet, or a little over five miles 
above the level of the sea. 
An ob- 


server must be at a height of G.GG7 
feet above sea level to see objects at a 
distance of a hundred miles. The dis- 
tance in miles at which an object upon 
the surface of the earth is visible is 
equal to the square root of one and 
one-half times the height of the ob- 
server in i'eet above sea level. Some 
allowance has to be made for the ef- 
fect of atmospheric refraction, but as 
the refraction varies at different heights 
and is affected by the various states of 
the weather no precisely accurate fig- 
ures for general purposes can be given. 
Vrobably from one-fourteenth to one- 
tenth of the distance given by the 
formula would have to be deducted 
owing to the refraction of the atmos- 
phere.
